But  here  again  we  do  not  find  ani¬ 
mals  in  a  state  of  transformation  — 
half  animal,  half-man,  for  instance. 

We  definitely  know  that  for  4,000  years 
the  ibis,  the  wading  bird  of  the  Nile, 
has  not  changed.  Bees  are  the  same  as 
they  were  in  the  time  of  Mosea  and  Aris¬ 
totle;  the  spiders  are  the  same  aa  they 
were  in  the  days  of  the  Pharaohs;  and 
birds  build  their  nests  now  as  they  have 
always  built  them,  and  man  has  been 
man  since  the  day  of  his  creation. 

Variations  there  may  be  owing  to  cli¬ 
matic  conditions,  differences  of  educa¬ 
tion,  food  and  environment,  but  we  wit¬ 
ness  no  new  species  that  is  natural, 
fruitful  and  lasting. 

Evolution  has  been  defined  as  con¬ 
tinuous  progressive  change.  We  have  up 
till  now  not  witnessed  a  gradual  evo¬ 
lution  uppwards  with  the  whole  of  man¬ 
kind  becoming  better  and  better  but 
rather  a  history  of  cycles  with  human 
nature  remaining  more  or  less  the  same. 

There  is  no  everlasting  gradual  advance¬ 
ment,  but  there  is  rise  and  fall,  advance¬ 
ment  and  retrogression,  growth  and  de¬ 
terioration. 

The  doctrine  of  Evolution  is  not  a  sci¬ 
ence,  R  is  only  a  theory.  Evolutionists 
try  to  justify  their  belief  by  reliance  on 
geology,  but  the  geological  arrangement 
of  the  fossils  into  a  long  series  supposed 
to  be  actually  historical  is  in  reality  only 
an  artificial  arrangement.

I  read  with  astonishment  the  letter 
from  Father  Simcox  in  your  iasue  of 
October  2nd,  concerning  a  piece  I  wrote 
on  The  Roman  Catholic  Church  ia 
France. 

If  Father  Simcox  cares  to  pursue  the 
matter  further,  the  article  in  Lo  Mondo, 
to  which  I  referred,  appeared  March 
30th,  1952.  I  read  French,  having  lived 
ia  Paris  seventeen  years.  There  is  no 
doubt  that  the  article  in  this  influential 
French  paper  conveys  the  impression 
that  there  is  a  certain  amount  of  tai- 
easiness  among  Roman  Catholic  leaders 
ia  France  today. 

Nor  is  there  any  doubt  that  2,000  Ro¬ 
man  Catholic  priests  have  left  tha 
church  in  France  since  1945. 

A  large  part  of  the  population  of 
France  is  Roman  Catholic.  But  most 
of  these  are  only  nominally  Roman 
Catholic.  The  number  of  Protestants  in 
France  ia  relatively  small.  Unfortunate¬ 
ly,  many  people  in  France  are  indiffer¬ 
ent  to  religion.

If  it  is 
remembered  that  Australia  is  about 
the  area  of  the  entire  United  States, 
and  that  Southern  Baptists  have 
about  that  number  of  members  in 
churches  in  Waco,  Texas,  alone,  it 
can  be  seen  how  small  the  Baptist 
element  is,  and  how  thinly  spread. 
Baptists  run  a  weak  sixth,  behind 
the  Church  of  England  (Episcopa 
lian),  Roman  Catholics,  Presby 
ter i a  as,  Methodists,  and  Congrega 
tionalists.  The  average  church 
membership  in  Australia  is  about 
75,  as  against  about  300  for  South 
ern  Baptists,  although  H  must  be 
understood  that  Australian  Bap¬ 
tists  are  much  stricter  about  re 
moving  inactive  members  from  the 
roll  than  we.  There  are  more  ac¬ 
tive  Communists  than  active  Bap¬ 
tists  in  New  South  Wales,  the 
state  where  Baptists  are  strongest.
